The liumplious Hoy. 
I 


It seems to be pretty %ve. agreed 


upon by domestic critics that the boy 
as & household institution is not an ob- 
ject ol unalloyed delight, although he 
is to be enditred as a necessary evil. 
Ol course that applies to everybody's 
boy but our boy. Our boy is not the 
ordinary boy at all. but a hero born, an 
incipientdenit-god, the young St. George 
himself—although the neighbors may 
declare him to be -St. George and the 
Dragon too, since nothing in his path 
is left alive. 


It is in boy-nature inevitably to be 


active, loapiiig, laughing, living; the 
growing bones and muscles wiU have 
rail play, the healthy lungs full cry. A 
boy that is any sort of a boy must be 
gay and noisy, and must make an at- 
mospJvare of commotion about himself 
and his boots, his dogs, his toys, his 
guns, or his want of all those and like 
things. If he sat still and talked under 
his breath, wo should know something 
was the matter with him, and expect 
but poorly for his future; and so, if our 
nerves are in tolerable health, and no- 
body is really ill in the house, we wel- 
come all his racket and stir, and would 
not have one sound, one echo, tho less 
of his calling, and jumping, and run- 
ning, and whistling, and bouncing, and 
slamming, and if other folks object to 
him, we congratulate ourselves that his 
affairs are none of other folks' business, 
and look forward to the time when they 
will regret their inability to perceive 
the greatness of the man that was 
folded in the boy to await its timely de- 
velopment. 


But this is merely the common boy 


of North America, as Aunt Jane in 
"Walbone" would say—that is, only 
our boy and your boy. There is some- 
thing about this one Uifl'erino; from tho 
normal and generic boy. lie is not 
the evil-disposed boy, tho bad boy, or, 
worse than any of the others for daily 
use and comfort, he is not the bump- 


For of all things in a family, 


shrews and scolds and busy- 


bodies, the bumptious boy is the most 
intolerable. 


The bumptious boy is always several 


years older than tlio family Uiblc reg- 
isters him, and he impresses the cir- 
cumstance upon you every day by 
means of his sublime efl'rontery. While 
you consider him the veriest youth, he 
considers himself already a man, and 
as far as he can acts up to the assump- 
tion. His tongue is in every dialogue; 
his opinion is prolYcred on every point; 
his advice is forced upon you, whether 
the affair bo •momentous or trilling. 
He receives your guests for you before 
you can do it yourself; he takes the 
burden of their entertainment; ho crit- 
icises the cookery with the air of Dr. 
Kitchener; he is gallant to the house- 
maids, who humor him because it is so 
laughable; ho affects airs of society, 
makes calls on amused ladies, has en- 
graved cards it he can get them, makes 
a fuss about his linen; his correspond- 
denco becomes voluminous, and he is 
overrun with occupations 
and en- 


gagements. He apologizes for appearing 
to neglect you; he offers to do you serv- 
ices with his superior facilities; he pre- 
tends to the confidence of people that 
he knows you respect; he comments on 
their peculiarities too; he opens the 
morning paper and peruses it, whether 
his elders wait for it" or not, and knows 
all there is to know on politics, being 
sure not to espouse his father's side, 
lest he bethought to take the "old 
man's" opinionsrcady-mad«, He toss- 
es off a glass of wiuc at tame, when he 
knows no one will like to dispute it, 
and calls for another, to let yon see 
what a man he is, and what a head he 
has; he swaggers into a gentleman's 
room and helps himself to cigars; into 
a lady's boudoir and busies himself 
with her work-basket, while affecting a 
knowledge of the world that would 
make her laugh in her sleeve if it were 
not exceedingly offensive. 
He hints 


darkly; he assumes to have had affairs 
and experiences; if it were not unman- 
ly to boast, he would tell you of many 
women that are in love with him—with 
him, just out of his pinafores! He 
practices for future love-making with 
his aunts and girl cousins, and kisses 
them in a manner that makes their fin- 
gers tingle to box his cars a dozen times 
over, il it were not for their Christian 
kindness in hesitating to amaze him, 
and hurt his surprised feelings . by re- 
pulsing his affections. 


In short, he is an urchin just in his 


teens, with an overweening and colos- 
sal conceit of himself, who is a scourge 
and a nuisance, but who amuses every- 
body so much that hu hardly kindles 
lasting indignation, while the family 
hope concerning him is that he may one 
day have sense enough to see what a 
fool he has been. 


You feel, nevertheless—if not so 


closely bound to him as to feel nothing 
of _ the sort—that the acquaintance of 
this bumptious boy is detrimental to 
every other boy with whom he comes in 
contact, and for the sake of the hmr an 
race in general, and of affording it as 
little injury as possible, rather than let 
loose upon it this hurtful species, you 
endure his well-meant insolence, and 
the liberties ho takes, yourself, and long 
for the years to come that shall put an 
end to his forth-puttiug airs and graces, 
and make him a man, perhaps not any 
the more disagreeable for having at the 
early stage graduated in his bumptious- 
ness, and cast it off with the things that 
are behind.--Harper's Jia'ar.

next three years it is hoped to raise a 
million. By request of the Bishop, of- 
ferings for the purpose are soon to bo 
made in several dioceses. 


—The Southern Baptist Home Mission 


Board has engaged to feed, clothe, doc- 
tor and educate 
fifty boys and iifty 


girls at the Levering Manual Labor 
School, Indian Territory, and the Creek 
N ation has engaged to help the board 
with §7,000 a year. 


—A writer in one of our exchanges 


denounces the gift of the late Matthew

/>>/ women as '-an §80.000 sneer," and 
calls upon tlio women of tho country to 
contribute SSO.OOO, to enable Vassal1 <o 
reject the gift with proper womanly 
scorn. 


—The Indians of tho Dakota Mission 


of the American Board recently hold 
their annual meeting. A class of three 
iloxen native pastors and teachers was 
organi/cd for Bible study, and spent six 
hours a day for three days in studying 
tho International Sunday-school lessons. 
A Sunday-school convention could not 
have more diligently applied itself to 
tlio Scriptures. 


—Ucv. 11. M. Loughbridgo, a Presby- 


terian evangelist, has just made a trip 
of two hundred miles among- tho In- 
dians, attending camp-mcctiiisrs with 
the-Seminolcs at Broad Arrow, with the 
Creeks at North Fork, and with tlie 
Scminoles again at Wessokee. Several 
persons were added to the church and 
baptized, and three Creek Indians were 
licensed to preach. 


—The works for utilizing some of the 


enormous water-power of .Niagara Riv- 
er are now in progrees under tho aus- 
pices of the new company formed not 
long since. Jn 1850 a canal three- 
quarters of a mile long, thirty-five feet 
wide and tea feet deep, with a fall of 
two feet, was constructed. 
The canal 


leaves the river above the falls and 
empties into a reservoir below. Four 
wheels were in operation formerly. The 
new company has nearly completed a 
wheel-pit near the reservoir forty-feet 
long by twenty feet wide, and sunk in 
the solid rock eighty-six feet. In this 
pit will bo placed three large wheels, to 
which the water will be led by huge iron 
pipes. This will give an available head 
ol 134 feet, and the possibilities of pow- 
er seem Inexhaustible.

Boston "Culchaw.'* 


The cultivation of language in the 


home circle, and its proper use, are 
very essential. The influence of the 
home is greater than, any other. There 
the earliest lessons are taught; there 
the earliest impressions are made upon 
the hearts and minds of little ones. 
Children are suyh imitative creatures! 
Parents cannot be too careful of the 
examples and influences which surround 
them. As soon as a child commences 
to lisp its first broken sentences its 
education begins. 
Habits are formed 


which will exist to a greater or less de- 
gree throughout life. Such being the 
case, the conversation of the older 
members of the family should be care- 
fully guarded, lest the little ones hoar 
and learn ungrammatical expressions 
and slang, which, sad to say, is so rife 
among our young people of tho present 
day. 
The servants, with whom chil- 


dren spend much of their time, should 
bo chosen with reference to this matter. 
A mother should feel it her duty to 
point out any grammatical mistakes 
made by them, and insist upon their 
language being correct, respectful, and 
devoid of slang at all times. It is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to break children 
of habits once 
formed, 
and care 


in 
this direction 
will save much 


trouble and annoyance. The other 
day a mother was complaining that 
her little boy would use profane lan- 
guage. This was a source of groat dis- 
tress to her, and she lamented to her 
acquaintances that she did not know 
how it happened, but her friends found 
it not so difficult to explain, since the 
boy's father habitually swore when an- 
gry or excited. 


One way to cultivate tho use of lan- 


guage, and at the same time to learn of 
tho occupations and companions of her 
children-^ -is-for the. niaHuu:_.tiie!!£DJjraj£C 
the dn.ily narration of what they hato~ 
seen, heard and enjoyed, and tho tolling 
of their little experiences. Tho stud}' 
of pictures, moreover, in which every 
child delights, may bo used as a great 
provocation of language. Children al- 
ways love to look at pictures and can 
almost always bo induced to talk about 
them. This study teaches them obser- 
vation and. how to accurately describe 
whatever they sec. 


When stories are read to children 


they should bo obliged to reproduce 
them, using, as far as possible, tho lan- 
guage of the book. The memory is 
strengthened in this way, a habit of at- 
tention formed, and the power of ex- 
pression increased. If such plans as 
these are aystomatically carried out, 
they will prove a wonderful help in the 
thorough education of a child. The 
constant, careful teaching and kind 
suggestions of parents will accomplish 
a work which can never be performed 
by study, and in after years such early 
home training will show itself in a ready 
command of language and an easy, grace- 
ful power of conversation. — K-x-:han<ic.

farmer who cannot afford a cover for his 
implements and vehicles has no busi- 
ness with a buggy. 


A buggy is too frail and delicate to 


stand heat and storms. The buggy 
must bo kept housed when not i»i use". 
When brought put of the house it should 
be dusted oil' with a feather duster. If 
it comes home muddy it should bo 
cleaned before putting in the house. It 
may be inconvenient, but in tho end it 
will pay. There is no need of taking it 
to a creek, and there attack it with tho 
old scrub broom. Take a bucket or 
two of water and a sponge and gently 
wash tho top, then tho bed, and wring 
out a chamois and wipe so no water 
stands on the varnish. W hero ver water 
dries on varnish it will lose its luster. 
A bucket, and a sponge, and chamois 
and feather duster are as necessary ad- 
juncts to a farmer's buggy as a wrench. 


A careful man will have his buggy- 


look neat, and last three times as Ion, 
as the class first named. Tho average 
farmer can ill afford to buy a buggy and 
harness for pleasure. And neither ho 
nor any other farmer can afford to neg- 
lect and destroy them. 


Wastefulness treads on the heels of 


extravagance, and the model farmer 
will not tolerate either on his premises.

The wheels and shafts and spindles 


merit special attention iu looking over 
the work of the year.

portance. Upon their success and growth 
depends much of tha success of the city.

COTTON FACTORY 


la one of tho largest and most successful 
manufacturing enterprises in the whole 
vest, and Janesviilo folk cannot speak of 
it or think of it without a tinge of justifi- 
able pride, and a wish that there were 
other like factories 
established here. 


The past year has been mainly a repeti- 
tion of the success of tho previous years. 
The high water, and the low water, have 
interfered somewhat with the production, 
but still the factory has made about 
5,000,000 
yards, 
and so 
quick- 


ly has the market seized 
upon the 


goods, that sinco the 15th of last Janu- 
ary until now, not a single bale has re- 
mained iu the factory over night, except 
occasionally one or two which were 
awaiting shipment in the morning. About 
$5,000 baa been added to the machinery, 
and some building improvements made, 
bat aside from those there has been no 
material change to record. Aside from 
the gratification which the success of 
this enterprise affords the stockholders, 
it ia a matter of no small concern to the 
city at large, as many are given employ- 
ment, and tally 875,000 is annually dis- 
tributed among employes, most of which 
is necessarily spent over tlic counters of 
our own merchants.
